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"In other words, all the time that day Shaw was ciiarged, the only time I would 
ever mention his name was to say ■=— as I said he must be presumed innocent until proven 
guilty.

tape. And then wtet tliey do is they produced tiiree or four of twenty-five Federal agents 
who say they heal'd it. It's a single tape. They heard it over the radio. That's wiiat 
you saw done in the Warren Commission in a Federal investigation, Tiiey were very'- cai’s- 
ful to select agents well on their way to their pension, and even then they vtere only 
given pieces, you see. They didn't have any danger of-a new yr,ung agent saying, 'Just 
a minute, 'This doesn’t fit right,’ They know wliat they’re supposod to say. So I've been 
framed like that, but I’ll tell you, I'm going to beat the case becau.se not on.\y am I 
innocent, but everybody in the police department ™ and I've had disagj^sements with 
them — but thsy'r.e literally outraged because they've never been back^.p before. Like 
the iiarcoties squad, T'hsy used to lay under houses ali night to make s. case and it never 

came to trial. But they've never liad a case fixed since I’ve been in office and they 

kno'w it, and from the Chief of Police down through the whole police department they're 
thoroughly outraged. 
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".r'jcd I think it's been a ne.gative rs.action in the coimi;un3,ty, too, I don’t 
about tho rest of the counti-y but the City knowa tiiat i iiave been comiiualcating tiJit our 
Federal (Government at tne top is corrupt and they use the Justice Dcp’i.rtrient to accomplish 
ti>at injustice.

nal text = J.d .) I fell against tha iceboxes and tha t^jiiator fell tir;«n right in front 
of me, ' " (p,26) 



"From tns floor, 'fiiana Cesar 'iatched others pile of\ the maii with tlie gun. 

Then he ross, pulled his own gun and mou'sd - ton late - to tna side of Ksnnsdy, to pro-’ 
tect him from furtiier attack .“r,, "(p, 28) 

"Barry (a rcigular Kexinsdy bodyguard » J.J,) foitgnt truough tiis crowd thiit was 
now gathexlng axTOund KaaiH«dy„ ’Put t,iat gun away, " he said to Tbana C:^sa.r, the security 
guard, ne put the coat lying next to Kennedy under liis head,,,'’ " (p, 29) 



Cesar.; then, ms "as cloos as Kennedy was" to t.na grim biasing in front of tno 
two men, But he had not been walking by tha Senator’s sidcj, for tno .latter was being 
escorted by Becker and iiinaidan, Cecjar was a few steps £ob:nd Kenns.-iy . nc pulled Ms 
own gun in a split second after iiiriun started firing - and’'ccnspicu.ou,sl.y failed to 
act the way a security guard is supposed to do. 

All this would not necessa.ril.y have a oinistar significancs, but- for tXia

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Indeed, in tne September 1970 issue of "iimerican Opinion, " orgaii of the rignt- 
wing John Birch Society, Medford Evans presented a picture of the assassination tnat 
could iiave come from my pen except for a few minor disagreements on details^ Mr, Evans 
did so in the context of a review of Aloert u, wewiBan“s "The Assassina w.on of John 
Kennedy; The Reasons why," a clumsy, pssudo^scnolarly attempt to explain Oswald’s alleged 
Clime in tenas of a deep attaolment to tne cause of Fidel Castro and an ingrained nostl= 
lity to all (notably General Edwin A., rfalker and, supposedly, President Kennedy) who 
were opposed to nim„ Jaanixig Ne-.®an with faint praise for ths tnoroughness of his ef- 
foilo Medford Evans makes it perfectly clear tiiat ho doesn’t bslievs at all tnings 
happened the way that author prese;its them.. The following are literal excerpts from 
Evans’ startling comrr.ejita on that book: 

"I’m sorry. It just won’t go away. People are still writing, and tninking, 
about tile Kennedy assassination, Funny., You don’t have to say wiiich Kennedy assassination 
you mean, Robert Kennedy wag killed much more recently, but it is J.,F,K, ’s murder that 
people remember. After all, )ie was Presidsnt - which Bobby might nave been but never vfas, 

"I think there is a feeling, too, that wiiat happened in Los Angeles in June 
1968 was a consequence oi’’ v/hat had happened in Balias nearly five years earlier = the 
coup d’4tat (italicised in tno origintil.! - J,J,) of Aovember 22, 1963," 

Let me stop here for a moment to point out that to my in-owledge nobody but 
Jilm Garrison (and an obscure 'i*'est Coast writer iimaed Stanley J, Ma.rka) has ever endorsed 
before ray unswerving- contention triat the murder of John P„ Kennedy was nothing short of 
a camouilaged coup d’etat. It is gratifying that so much insight snould have penetra- 
ted ths ranks of the John Birch Society - which, incidentally, ought to kXiOu what’s 
what, for some of its topflight members were involved in tiuit very same coup d’etat. 

To revert now tc the- comments of Medford Evans: 

"Tils assassination of John P, Kennedy is a lanciaark in iiistory, pe.r.haps as 
important as that of Julius Caesar, thougn for eomewnat different reasons, toesar’s 
assassins were and arc kno».'n, and tho deed was great -{'>iiriicn is not to say good) because 
the man was great,, Kennedy was not a great man, though he represented a great system, 
and his assassins are not yet known - not, at any rata, to tne .general satisfaction. 

The case is far from closed in the court of public opinion, Tnat is why books keep 
coining out to prove, cr disprove, tloat Lee Harvey Oewald did o.r did not kill the Pre- 
sident, tte.t he did or did not act alone, and tiiat ho did or did not have a political 
motivation,
